Taminato: ial facts leading to this refwrence under clause (c) ofsub-section (1) ofsection 10 of the Industria ! Disputes Act, 1947

Shri Gurdial Singh Sharma Havildar Mazdoor ( Retired was appointed as Security Havildar by themanagement of M /s Paul Indus 
on record. Hewas confirmed after the expiry of the probation period and his falary was raised to Rs 140P.M. as per the terms of the 
original letter of appriatraent referred to above. He discharged his duties satisfactorily and certificale of good work and conduct was 
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given to him by the management on 29th March , 1971 which is Ex. W.3. On June 8, 1971, however, the management served him with the 
notice Ex . W.2 that the post of the Security Havildar had been abolished as being surciii ous and he could be remaind only as a Water 
Watchman provided he gave his consent in writing within 24 hours. He had asked for 3 days time for this purpose . The managerxnt 
issued him Another letter on June 11, 1971 Ex. M.W. 1/3 on record asking him to report for duly as a Waichman within 24 hours and as he 
did not give his consent his services stood terminated w.e.f , 12th June, 1971 and he was asked to collect his dues . 


Feeling oggrieved Shri Gudja ) Singh Sharma raised a demand for his reinstalcoxni contending the hud joined service as 
Socurity Havildar and there was no justification for demoiing him 10 the post of A Watchmen and be should , therefore, be reinstaled as 
Securiy Havildar, but there was no satisfactory response from the management. The manier was ihen taken up for conciliation which 1/50 
ended in failure. On rccip of the failure report from the Conciliation Officer, the Governor of Haryana referred the above dispute for 
adjudication to this count . - vide order No. ID /FD /444- A - 71/34388-93 datcd 23-11-1971 , with the following icin of reſoru nai.. 


" Whether the termination of services of Shri Gurdial Singh Sharma was justified and in order ? If not, to what relief is he 

entitled ?" 


Usual notices were given to the parties and they pưi in their respective written ste1cments. The planagement contested the claim 
of Shri Gurdial Singh Sharma on merits and ftirther ploaded that the General Engineering Workers Union , Faridabrd , had no lacrosstonni 
to raise the present dispute . 

From the pleadings of the parties the following issues arose for determination in the case: -- 

1. Whether the Gederal Engineering Workers Union has no locus standi ? 
2. Whether the job of a Security Havildar became superfluous and was abolished : 
3. If so , to what relic is the applicant entitled ? 
4. If issue No. 1 is found in favour of the workman whother the termination of services of Shri Gurdial Singh SILIPl was 

justificd and in order ? Iff not, ID what relief is he wiitled ? 


The managemeot hes examined one witacss Shri K.B. Slagb, Factory Manager M.W.1 who has proved theappoirimcilector 
in respectof this workman Ex . M.W.1/1, letter from the workman showing his unwillingness to wosk as Walch me. Ex . M.W.1 /2 . 
the letter of the termination ofhis services Ex. M.W.1/3, the letter asking him to collect his dues Ex . M.W. 1/4 ,money order coupon Ex 
M.W.1/ 5 by which the amount due to the workman was remitted but refused by hidi and copy ofthe statement nade on behalf of the 
managem :nt in the conciliation proceedings Ex. M.W.1/ 6 . 


On the other head , the workman hasmade his own statement and proved some docupents Ex. W.1, W.2 cod W.3 which 
have already been referred to above. He has further stated that during this period he has not been painfully cmnlard anywhere else . 
La cross -examination he has stated that he had agreed to perform the duties of Watchman in case his designation and cmoluments were 
not changed and he was still prepared 20 stand by this offer , 

The caso has been fully argued on both sides and I have given a careful considerulion 10 the facts on rccord , 


The demand notice leading to the present reference was given by the Gencral Engineering Mazdoor Union (Regd ), Faridabad and 
it has not been shown as to how the said union was not compctent 10 raise the dispute on behalf of this workman . Thic dispute could be 
taised by the workman by virtuc of section 2 -A of thc Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 even if the other workers in the establishment had 
not espoused the disputc. Issue No. 1 is, therefore , decided against themoagemeni. 


Issues Nos . 2, 3 aad 4 are more or less inter - connected and may cofely be taken up togcthcr esercedy soinlad! out that the concerned 
workman was Havildas Mazor (Retired before he joined service with the present management as Security Heriler on proks:1josi 
at Rs. 125 P.M. After the expiry of the probation period hewas confirmed as such and his idoli ments were siiskt! 10 Ks 140 P.M. in 
termsof the letter of his appuidimeni. Hc discharged his dutics most feishfully end to the entire fatisfeclion of ile nini gloriatit es per 
the certificate of good conduct Ex . W.3 on record . The question which is of vitel imponera 11.0 arises for consideration in de ce 
is whether in spite of allthat hasbeen stated above, the management was justified in terorine ing his suvicc :. in the ordintry course ois 
cvents he would have bech eolitled to continue in service 1111, he clirincd ihe ge of supiranienion . His services could no doubt te tormi. 
nated carlier also for misconduct or any other valid reason . The plca raised on behalf of the managroicnt is that the post of the 
Security Havildar had becomesuperfluous and his services hed , therefore, to be dispenscd with As a surplus hand . This has been disputed by 
the workman . The burden was naturally upon the management to justify the impugned Action 11 ken pgainst him . But no sufficient and 
satisfactory material has been brought on record lo discharge this burden . The factory is still in existence and is functioning as bcluic. Freni 
the staigotent made on behalf of the management in the conciliation proccdinęs it woulde siriricDartfonit niliimide in offer 
to retain him as a Watchman . There was appareilly going to be no differi poe in the (Moli monis of thc walaan . Fi wes a confiden 
hand and his work and conduct was also satisfactory. It was, therefore, not within the complace of the menig mentio reduce his rank or 
cmlunts . He had no doubt nol agreed to accept this offer in the beginning but taking into consider.lion his ra :1 militery record and 
most satisfactory work in the prescat estab } ishment, I think his insistence on being designated as Security Havilder could not be held to be 
altogether unjustified . It was a question ofprestige end status for him without eny difference of (molinu nes;i TU 1.11 bring so , the 
management would have been well advised to concede this request of the workmen . It tes not byen shown ita1 as Security Hevidder he 
was cntitled to any cxtra benefit , monciary or otherwise . In the present proceedings also in his crors-ciniin tiesi liy ili nianegoient 
he has stated that he still stood by the above offer and was prepared to perform the dutics of a Watchmen . Iemet a loss to undersland 
how the interests of th management would have suffered if the services of this honest and faithfull worker ned been releined with his desig . 
nation as Security Havildar when he was prepared to discharge all the duties of a Watchmar . 


For the reasons arbresaid , I am quite clear in my mind that the claim of the workman for reinstalovat as Security Haviltar is very 
Well funded and the leamed representative of the management has not been able to satisfy me 10 the contrary . issusNos. 2 , 3 and 4 
are , therefore , decided against the management and favour of tbc woskop and the impugncd order of the termination of his 
servicus is to be noc justified and in order and , in the result, he is entitled to reinstatement with continuity of his previous Service 
and full back wages espavci ally whea lhemanagement has led no evidence to rebut his statementthat he has not been gainfully employed 
any wilcre during the intervening period of his lored unemployprent. His designetion on reinstatedlest shall be as Security Havíldar 
as fore buthe shall also perform all the duties of a Watchman (o the factory. The award is made accordingly but there shall be no order
